AN ACT, to incorporate the inhabitants of the 
town of Brownsville, in the county of Hay- 
wood, 


Secrton. 1, Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of Tennessee, That the town 
of Brownsville, in the county of Haywood, and 
the inbabitants tbcreof, are hereby constituted a 
body politic and corporate, by the style and name 
ofthe Mayor and Aldermen ofthe town of Browns- 
ville, and shall have perpetual suceession by their 
cérporate name, may sue and be sued, plead and 
be rmpleaded, grant, receive, purchase and hold, 
real, mixed, and personal property, or dispose of 
the samé for the benefit of said town, and may 
have and use a town seal. - 

Src. 2. Be tt enacted, That the corporation 
aforesaid shall have fall power and authority to 
ebact and pass such laws and ordinances necessa- 
ry and proper to preserve the health of the town; 
preveni and remove nuisances, to establish night

“Fhe General Assembly of the State of Tennes- 
see to the Congress of the United States represent, Memorial of 
that at the present session of this General Assem- the General 
bly they have passed a law to incorporate a com- Assembly “the 
pany called the Hiwassee Canal Company, the Hiwassee ca- 
object of which is, to procure the making a canal nal, &é 
between the waters of the Hiwassee river and the 
Conasauga, a stream of the Coosa river. This 
General Assembly have been addressed also at 
the present session, by Gideon Morgan, Joha 
Walker, Nicholas Byers and George Harlin, who 
represent that the Cherokee nation of Indians had 
iven a grant to them of six miles square of land, 
ying in the vicinity of the contemplated canal, 
and proposing that they will relinquish either to 
this Stateor the United States, the said tract of 
fand to be sold, with a reservation to themsel+ es of 
six hundred and forty acres, for the purpose of 
erecting iron works, and two thirds of the proceeds 
of the said sale to be vested in canal stock, and the 
profits thereof to be divided between the colleges 
of Bast and West Tennessee; the other third of 
the proceeds of said sale to vest in themselves.— 
This General Assembly being strongly impressed 
with the belief of the great utility of such a canal,
